Demolish a ca. 1948 house.

ARCHITECTURE

One-story, rectangular-plan, front-gabled frame house with a central, partial-width front-
gabled independent porch on ornamental metal posts; single and paired 1:1 fenestration.

RESEARCH

The house was built in 1948 by Roy and Vada Bockhorn. Roy Bockhorn was a native of
Washington County, Texas, who lived at 4808 Caswell Avenue before he married his wife
Vada; they built this house upon their marriage in 1948. Bockhorn was a carpenter; the
1947 city directory shows that he was working for Howard Clagett, a house-builder and
contractor, before he moved into this house. By 1953, he was working as a cabinet-maker
for Calcasieu Lumber Company, and by 1957, he was a mill-man and cabinet maker for the
AAA Mill and Cabinet Shop. He served as the business representative for the local
Bricklayers and Carpenters’ Union from the late 1970s to the mid-1980s. He passed away
in September, 2011. Vada Bockhorn was a cafeteria manager for AISD. She died in
August, 2012.

STAFF COMMENTS

The house is not listed in any city survey.

STAFF RECOMMENDATION

Release the demolition permit upon completion of a City of Austin Documentation Package
consisting of photographs of all elevations of the house and outbuilding, a dimensioned
sketch plan, and a narrative history. The house has neither the architectural nor the
historical significance to warrant individual designation as a historic landmark.
